Washington, Aug. 29.—(Canadian 
Press.) —The United States tariff 
commission wishes to abandon its 
practice of conducting personal in- 
vestijration into cost of production 
in other countries when changes it 
the United States tariff are pro-| 
posed, The commission would prefer , 
to use other evidence, such as in- | 
voice prices of imports : 
of its investigations, the Canadian 
Press learns. 


Under the present law, when arn 
application is made to the commis 
sion for an increase or a decrease 
in the tariff, the commission is sup 
posed to send experts to the principal 
countries from which that com 
modity is imported and there ascer- 
tnin what it costs to produce the 
article, A comparison is then made 
with the cost of production in the 
United States and if the figures 
warrant the commission may recom- 
mend to the president that the duty 
on the articles should be changed. 
The president, on his own initiative, 
can then vary the tariff up to fifty 
per cent, of the existing duty. 

From time to time, United States 
officinls have held such investiga- 
tions in Canada, notably into the 
cost of production of certain farm 
products.
